— (AP) — George Remus 
former "bootleg king" who 
shot and killed his \, $i 
Imogene, in Cincinnati: lasl 
October, was freed from the 
state hospital for the criminal lt»T 
sane at Lima, Ohio, by the Ohio 
supreme court today. 


Remus was freed 
by a jtrei'dlct 
handed down by the supreme court 
upholding the ruling of the court 
of appeals at Lima, Allen county, 
which gave Remus his freedom: on 
a writ of habeas corpus. 


The supreme court's decision will 


free Remus from the state hospital 
for the criminal insane 'at Lima, 
where he had been confined since 
he was found not guilty of the mur- 
der of his wife "on the sole ground 
of insanity," by a Cincinnati jury. 


The supreme court's decision end- 


ed Remus' long battle to gain his 
freedom through action in courts 
of Hamilton county and later in 
Allen county. The case was brought 
to the supreme court on an appeal 
of the state, which took excention 
to the decision of the court of ap- 
peals at Lima that Remus was 
sane and should bo freed. 
Remus conviction at Cincinnati 


came after a colorful trial in which 
the former "Bootleg King" acted

Pass- 
ed by the house and senate, it went 
to the president. Them it lay with- 
out comment 'from Mr.. Coolidge, 
and when the time to which the 
chief executive has to sign or veto 
bills expired, the Norris-Morin res- 
olution had still no'recognition. Its 
enemies proclaimed a "pocket" veto 
but proponents will not have it so. 
They raise a point of constitutional- 
ity and demand specific action. It 
is understood they will take their 
fight to the United States supreme 
court when it is reconvened. 


, Some hold the short session will 
revive the issue, fought consistent- 
ly, by the power interests and ferti- 
lizer manufacturers.
